A serious shooting affray occurred 
here Saturday night at about 9 o’clock, 
between City Marshal Grace and John 
and Thomas Bailey, in which John 
Bailey received two severe wounds. 
These young men live in the Texas 
neighborhood of the county, and came 
into Springfield about 8 o'clock Satur¬ 
day evening, claiming to have come 
from Harrodsburg. They were accom¬ 
panied by James Purdom, and all were 
under the influence of whisky. While 
-on the street they were very noisy and, 
it is alleged, used foul language. Mr. 
Grace’s attention was called to the dis¬ 
turbance, but when he went to quiet 
them the boys could not be found. As 
soon as they got into their buggy and 
started home, however, they created 
considerable excitement by their loud 
and abusive language toward Marshal 
Grace as they drove at a rapid gait 
through Main street. Marshal Grace 
junked into a buggy and gave pursuit, 
overtaking them near the fortes of the 
road on ( East Main street, where all 
three were placed under arrest. The 
marshal took Purdom in his buggy and 
forced the two Bailey boys to drive in 
froot. Just before reaching The Wal¬ 
ton Hotel, the Baileys laid whip to their 
horse and dashed up the Lebanon pike. 
Grace gave Purdom into the custody of 
'Mr. Ben Simms, whom he had sum¬ 
moned to help make the arrest, and 
again gave pursuit. For some reason 
the boys turned and were met by Grace, 
but were not recognized by him until it 
was too late to stop them. He again 
got in behind them and overtook them 
just before reaching the forks of the 
road, and commanded that they surren¬ 
der. Instead of obeying. Marshal 
Grace states, they began to fire at him. 
Then it was that the marshal began 
shooting. He fired five shots, two of 
which took effect in the arm of John 
Bailey, one entering the elbow, break¬ 
ing his arm, and the other enter¬ 
ing near the shoulder. Neither of the 
wounds are considered dangerous, and,, 
unless complications arise, Bailey will ‘ 
be out in a few days. 

The horse which Marshal Grace was 
driving, and which belonged to Mr. Ben 
F. Simms, was shot through the neck I 
and also through the bowels, and died 
from the effects of the wounds.
